Herbert L. 1'aiii 
of Randolph said that when lie visited the 
Dexter house he saw a rug on the floor 
which was stained with blood.

a protection from tho state and havo had 
0 tight their way to the front by sheer 
billty of management. If I have ap- 
learod enthusiastic at times it Is be- 
cause I was greatly impressed by the 
ourage with which the railroad officers 
ave faced their difficulties and the pluck 
1th which they have overcome them. It 
s impossible to associate with the great 
,en who have made their mark on Amer- 
can railway. I may say American notlon- 
1 history, without being Infected with 
ome of the enthusiasm they show for 
heir business; and no man can travel 
ver their railways without 
becoming 


ossensed of a great deal more knowledge 
han he previously had or without getting 
lany valuable hints. Many of tholr mcth- 
ds are different from those one has boon 
rought up to believe the only correct 
.ethod; and It is not until one realizes 
lat the one idea In the mind of American 
ailway men Is to 'get there1 and that 
icy do 'get there' by the shortest and 
ulckest way and do not allow themselves 
o be turned aside either by red tape, old 
me prejudices, tradition or any other of 
ho bogeys by which older countries are 
ssallcd, thnt one understands how the 
isults have been obtained which one sees 
here. American railway men are quick 


see a new idea; they arc quicker still 
try It; they take a great pride In their 


rofosplon and are all striving to get 
t the srfrncc of It. That, their methods

"My name Is George O'Connor, post- 
omoe box 38B, Bay State house.

On the arrival of the special train 
at Pitch burg.

She fur- 
ther said that the dead man did a very 
big and profitable business and saved 
his money. 
He owned

Roys thought that he had considerable 
money In one of the local banks. 
Charles Howard said that he had 


been employed by O'Connor for 
the 
past week, and previously had been 
employed by E. W. Murphy, the Bos- 
ton man whom O'Connor wished to 
ha.ve notified In case of death or Ill- 
ness. Murphy Is a 
picture onlarger 


and O'Connor had business relations 
•with him. 
The death Is quite mysterious and

We are glad to see that the city council has taken up the Sun's sugges- 


tion on the matter of a contagious hospital, but unless 
the 
problem Is 


handled in a more practical manner than formerly, nothing will be accom- 
plished. 


At present the city is liable to a fine of $F,n(l for its negligence to provide 


~uch an hospital. Let it he understood, however, that an expensive estab- 
lishment is not needed and should not be contemplated by the city council. 
A moderate a'zcd building with rooms that i-an be need as separate wards, 
perfectly Isolated, with a heating plant sufficient to heat an extension, if 
rnch be needed. Is all that is required for present purposes. Such a build- 
ing will serve for diphtheria, scarlet If-ver and other contagious diseases, ex- 
clusive of smalt-pox, which can be treated in a separate building, which, 
however, should be better than the house at present used for the purpose. 


A contagious hospital In which the first cases of contagious disease In a 


family can he Isolated and treated until recovery would greatly assist 
In 


preventing the spread of tho disease to other members of the same family 
and to neighboring families. At present the city pays a considerable amount 
to the Lowell hospital for a limited number of cases every year, but with a 
contagious hosp'ta! many more could he Isolated, ' 


It would not be necessary to keep this hospital open all the time. When 


the necessity came, however, the nurses could be called In. doctors could 
br provided and all arrangements made for proper treatment of the patients. 
If Rn hospital xvlth a resident physician, trained nurses, matron, cook, en- 
gineer and all the help required In a permanent hospital 
establishment, 
be 


contemplated the appropriation needed would bo larger than the city can 
afford at presort.
